Tho genorot rnlnd, bofng only Oted lo 
iho epcciscfo of a largo Comet, with a 
vagi toil, appearing M vnriabto linret, is 
struck with aatoniahment owo, and, in 
aomo inBtoncea, with Buptrstiiious fosrs- 
Ware and troubles or© supposed to occur 
on their appcaranco, and ea ware and 
troubles aro daily occurrences, (hero is 
no lack of litem to pl&co to tho comot*a 
credit ; but tho public forgot to Consider 
how many wars and troubles pass in the 
world without the ajipoaranco of so no- 
toblo a forerunner. An inveatigotion in- 
to their nature convinces iho mind that 
thoy, like tho planets, aro parts of tho 
solar system, revolving around tho sun, 
and controlled by thoiamo lows. Neith- 
er r«oed wo fear thulr collision with tho 
oarth, for thoir rn&aaia eosmal^ond their 
tails such rarefied, gaseous auliieiic&i, 
that one foot of our aimosphoro is auiTi- 
cicnt to guard ogoinat tho elTcct of a col- 
!i«un with iho nucleus; end iho addition 
of the matter of iho loll to our otmoaphore 
would not appreciably increase its den- 
sity. 

It is probable that En iGl'0 nnd 1623, 
tho vapor of cornet's tnils mingled with 
our otmoaphore. Cornels u&uolly con- 
sist of a head or nucloja, being tho don- 
seat port of their sutrttonco, and also the 
centre of their force. Surrounding ihi* 
head la a lumnious atmosphere As iho 
camot approaches iho sun, the portion of 
tho nucleus nearest ii becomes alfccted by 
iho heat, ond from it dart forth with 
great rapidity two streams of gaseous 
matter, probably repelled by tho sun — 
Tho&o ernrtoationa, joined at their extrcm- 
itien, from iho tail. Soma comets havo, 
however, continued on their course with- 
out iho appearance ol this appendage, 
whilal others have exhibited eoverol. 

It is evident that iho substance of a 
comer, ib less donas than a summer cloud, 
and as traniparent, for faint aisrs or* vis- 
oblo though da brtghest parts. Ii shines, 
too, only by reflected light, as clouds at 
eventide-, reddening by tho rays of the 
selling sun. Y* t the slight ma&a of which 
it is composed, follows ihe great laws of 
motion so well, that tho reappearance of 
many haVe been calculated lo nilhln ft 
few days. Ono of toes© (Encko'a,) 
whoso period is 1205. 74 days, has 
ahoVm a decreaSO in its limo of revolution, 
Ice ding that great astronomer to tha bs- 
liof that a medium provades apace. This 
roquircs rnoro observation, howover, for 
iis confirmation ; yei jf ii does exist it 
must b© of inconceivable rarity. The 
greatest comets of modern limes ore, thai 
of 10S0, iho tail of which was found by 
Nowton to bo 41,000,000 of leagues in 
longth j that of 1760, with a toil of 10,- 
000,000 leagues and Ihat in 1811, hav- 
ing a tail 35,000.000 of leagues. 

fito most splendid tpeclscfe wo Have 
lately seen was Donatl's Cornet of 1859. 
which cast hallowing tail overs vast sur- 
face of tho hoavcoi. A comet was dis- 
covered In New York on April the 
fourth, by M. Thatcher, ainco which lime 
it has approached with encrmoo* rapidity 
towards iim sun, end ot tbo same lime 
hna locica\cd In brilliancy, and for some 
weeks hts be'On viaiblo to the naked ©ye- 
From tho present appearance, It la prob- 
able that it will Surpass the comet of 1858 
in brilliancy , but whether it will present 
such a insgliilictcnt toil is doubtful. Un- 
til die second of May no vetting! of tail 
wna visible, when a faint light was dii- 
cernable lo Ihe exient of lorn© tbr'eo do- 
greb).

If clover is mown with a ccyihe, we 
sbould not spread it out, as many of the 
leaves are shaken offaod lost— and the 
leaves are the best portion of lbs clover 
Let it remain io the aw&lb lill the leaves 
on tba top are pirtijlly dried— car© beio^ 
ftV^o lo avoid teltiog tbem become brown 
dry and brittle, as in this case, besides the 
lois, the hay will became very dusty and 
liablo to proovc injurious to horses — then 
turn, and as soon as the aplu'rned surface 
is dry cnoogh, rnako into medium sized 
Cocks. There are many farmer's* men 
who do not koow how to uiske a cock of 
bay. Bach JorfcJtU ihould be turned 
upiiat&non at it it placed in the chef:. 
This will keep (he middlo of the cock 
highesl, and when nicety rounded off it 
will shed water like © duck's back, sod if 
wet wcaiber ahoOtd occur the crap will be 
comparatively aafe.

The Wowing maebioe affords greatly in^ 
creased faei'ites for coriag tloVer properly. 
A good plan ia to eut the clover ai soon 
as the dew is off; turn it carefully with 
forks, about nooo, end gather it into email 
cocks before tbo dew* come o© in the 
evening. Let it ataod in those cocks lill 
it is cored. Before drawing in, turo the 
cocka to as lo expoie the bottom I© the 
auo. 

In alackiagt it is desirable to make the 
stack as targe as ca© be done convenieoOy. 
A little talt scattered oo Ihe layers io 
stacking— say from one lo two qoarla lo 
a load— will retard any teodeacy to ex- 
cessive fermentation, and also improve the 
quality of lbs bay. If the bayia raiher 
greeo, a Ibi© layer of cleao atraw between 
the layers of clover will absorb the juices 
and prevent excessive healing, aod Ihe 

strarr will trecome as palatable t\ the liar

Id regard to the mooted question, when 
to col, we thick a « hippy medium" ii 
best. There can be oo doubt that more 

fodder is obtaioed by, allowing the v clovci 
to get quite ripe, but the Increased quan- 
tity ia obtaioed at the expense of Ihe 
quality of the bay. It «©ay be allowed to 
stand without toss till the loiter leaus are 
fully matured, ©r lill the heads begin to 
turn brown. If the crop is rcry h«?avy, il 
should be cut early, as the little deficiency 
io bay will be more than counterbalanced 
by the ioereased yield of Ibo aabse^ueoi 
crop of b»)\ 

Jo regard to timothy sad red top, the 
general opinio© of experienced farmers is 
in fivodr of cutting wbeo ibe brads sre io 
full blossom. A heavier crop is obtaioed 
by leiliog tbem ataod longer, but it is be- 
lieved t© be at lb© expeos© of nutritive
